Small Potatoes For Swine 


Ta the spring most farmers who 
grow potatoes find they bave a sur | 
plus of, small potatoes, which may 
be utilized to in 
in feeding swine, Usually there is a 
certain proportion of potatoes 
jected for cooking purposes and they 
may be too small for planting. 
The advantage to be gained 
feeding these depends very laygely 
on the way in which they are fed. T 
isa fact that swine are not particn: | 
larly fond of raw potatoes, nor will | 
they make great gains even though 
fed largely on them. | 
The fact has loug ago been estab- | 
lished that when potatoes are fed to 
swine in the fall of the year, the 
benefit obtained from feeding them 
is greatly enhanced with meal of 
some kind. In this way extra good 
results have beeu obtained by feed 
ing them to swine that are being) 
prepared for the market, 
It is probably uot so generally, 
known, however, that potatoes can! 
be turned to excellent account in 
feeding young pigs. At the weaning 
season and subsequently, and even 
some time before’ weaning, if they 
are boiled and fed along with skim- 
milk, the results will far more than 
repay the labor Of preparing them. 
Only small quantities are required 
when they are thus fed, consequently |

Some caution however is necessary 
in feeding potatoes in the spring. If 
the sprouts have developed to any | 
considerable degree and are fed along:

The same is true of potatoes 
that have been exposed to the sun- 
light until they bave aya un. eda green 
eolor on the outside.

A curiously destructive pest 
Grand Cayman island, of the British 
West Indies, is found in certain 
species of crabs. They not cnly par- 
take ravenously of everything edible, 
but their burrows do great damage, 
and they fill these burrows with 
every kind of stolen small articles. 

A bulletin of Kew Gardens notes 
that such utterly useless objects as 
Knives and pocket compasses are 
hidden away. Eggs from under a 
sitting hen are dcvoured, if not the 
hen herself, an. so many leaves of 
seedling cocoaiiut trees are eaten 
that six to ten per cent. of the plants 
may require replacing in  newly- 
cleared ground from which the crabs 
thoroughly thinned

Reduction ’ 

During the past few weeks the sub- 
Ject of iron ore production in Canada 
has received considerable attention 
not only in the House of Commons, 
and the Ontario Legislature, but at 
various Boards of Trade meetings, in- 
cluding the Associated Boards of 
Trade of Ontario Convention at Tov: 
onto and also in the press. 
The proposal that fron 
should be renewed deserves careful 
consideration alike trom the Provin- 
cial and the Dominion Governments. 
It is important that prospecting 
should be stimulated and undoubtediy 
Breat advanteges would accrue to 
northern Ontario if the iron ores of 
the district could be satisfactorily 
produced and marketed.  Possibiy 
prospecting could be encouraged by 
some other methods, At any rate there 
seems to be as much reason for using 
public money in order to create iron 
centres in Northern Ontario as in 
establishing pioneer farms and’ assisi- 
ing agriculture generally. Nothing 
would be of such advantage to Canada 
as continuous settlement between Sud- 
bury and Kenora. Probably this out: 
standing need of Confederation can 
be met only by discovery and develop: 
ment of the minerals throughout that 
great range of country. Therefore 
the authorities at Toronto and at Ot- 
tawa can afford to consider sympa- 
thetically any proposals likely to as- 
sist in developing these resources and 
can set aside with cheerful courage 
the fervent protests of timid theorists. 
Many years ago Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
said that protection was the price 
which a young country must pay for 
the development of its resources. It 
is desirable that Canadian Govern- 
ments should recognize the soundnes3 
of the teaching. Moreover they should 
have the necessary courage to give

One 
does not have to plan theatre par- 
ties, games, crowded excursions, in 
order to be happy. One is happy mere- 
ly to exist. One can sit down and be 
happy. Repose is as natura! as ac- 
tivity is to us. 
For this reason I have often thought 
& the east may in time become 
at sanitarium. Just as the 
orientals who come to our country 
learn to work and to hustle, so Anglo- 
Saxons who go to the east learn to 
repose. A few years there will change 
ones restless, nervous habits into 
calm and poise. You cease to worry 
about things. Desire, whieh is the 
chief source of our anxieties, falls 
from you. If you ean’t do a thing 
you have planned on you say: ‘‘Never 
mind. It is not important.j» ‘* there 
is something, you need, b % cannot 
» you say, “Well, I can do without 
t.”" If there is a play you want to 
see, but cannot; a trip you want to 
make, a friend you want to visit, 
and things stand in the way, you say, 
“Some other time.’’ Thus the east 
creeps in upon you with its laziness, 
its repose and its feeling of resigna- 
tion, and you grow fat and healthy 
and forget that you have nerves.

Few would recognize in 
the worn-out old figure of Cadley, 
unkempt and neglected, the original 
of the photograph. In 1879 Cadley 
held the position of foreman at the 
Frankfurt boot factory, at Fitzroy,. 
but later became a laborer and lat- 
terly did little but odd jobs. He 
was, however, of a thrifty disposi- 
tion, and put what money he had 
paved into real estate. He owned 
four cottages, two at North Carlton 
and two at North Fitsroy. The lat- 
ter were weatherboard cottages, and 
in one of these he lived by himself, 
the other three being let. 

It was in his capacity as Iandlord 
that. he brought his  Socialistic 
theories into practice. The rents he 
asked from his tenants were con- 
siderably less than he could have 
obtained. Mr. H, J. Anderson, jewel- 
ler, who rented one of his cottages 
at Carlton, states that his rent was 
fully four shillings a weck below 
what the cottage was worth, Fur- 
ther, he always gave presents (o his 
tenants at Christmas, and never 
failed to remember the birthdays of 
their children. 

Another way in which he carried 
out the Socialistic idea of service 
was that every week-end he would 
visit Mr. Anderson's cottage, and 
chop enough wood to last his tenant 
over the week, saying that Anderson 
must do no work with his hands 
which might prejudice him in his 
employment as a jeweller. 

Cadley was a bachelor, without 
known relatives, and by his will he 
distributed the whole of his estate, 
valued at £850 realty and £49 6s. 8d. 
personalty, among his tenants and 
their friends. His three tenanted 
cotteges he left to the occupiers.— 
Melbourne Age. 


What Becomes of Milk-Cans. 


Between 150,000 and 200,000 
milk-cans are let loose every day in 
London alone. These cans vary from 
the.churne that travel by train to the 
pint and half-pint ones Jeft outside 
your door, It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that many hundreds of cans are 
lost each day. And milk-cans are 
valuable articles, the reward for re- 
covery alone varying from sixpence a 
dozen for pint cans to three shillings 
a dozen for two-quart cans. 

So many cans are stolen, in fact, 
that there is a Home for Lost Cans. 
The Can Protection Society looks af- 
ter all cans that have gone astray, 
and searches for those that have been 
stolen. Lost cans are collected by the 
society's officials and sent to head- 
quarters, whence they are returned 
t> their rightful owners on payment 
of the proper reward. Not only-are 
the cans stolen by boys and others 
who make a speciality of this form of 
iheft, but unscrupulous milkmen 
don't hesitate t~ pick up a can by 
mistake. ‘Then the society steps in 
and deals with the offender, 

It is a remarkable fact that even 
big churns get lost or stolen by the 
thourand. In fou: years no fewer 
than 10,000 drifted from home and 
were put on the right track again by 
the officials of the h»me for strayed 
milk-cans.—Spare Moments, 


Motor Puzales Natives. 

At Barrow's Creek, on the overland 
telegraph line, near the centre of Aus- 
tralia, there is a $5,000 motor-car.

Both Patties In Britain Adz i! Trame 
In Titles. 

If there is aaything creditable in 
the trafficking in honors that is now 
the subjeét of an investigation in 
England, it is that representatives of 
both parties frankly admit that titles 
have been bought and sold. So ac- 
customed have Governments been to 
securing their campaign funds 
through the sale of a few earldoms 
or other titles that they have become 
careless, and it may be that some par- 
ticularly flagrant cases may be ex- 
posed. In any event it seems likely 
that the present discussion will lead 
to an abatement of the discreditable 
business, It will certainly make the 
people suspicious and recipients of 
these honors in tho future may ex- 
pect to have their claims to them 
closely scrutinized, Thus public opin- 
jon itself may bring about reform. 
Those who have already been advanc- 
ed to the peerage will be even more 
censorious than the average citizen, 
for the fewer there are the greater 
is the distinction to those who wear 
them, 

The Prime Minister's hands are 
always clean. He does not receive a 
check and by return mail send a 
knighthood or a baronetcy. Ncbody 
Buspects that the King, who is the 
“fountain of honor,’ and who, the- 
oretically, is responsible for the dis- 
tribution of titles, is ever approached 
in the matter. When the business is 
to be transacted, it is done through 
recognized channels, The party whip, 
who is now Mr. Percy Illingsworth, 
is the agent who is supposed to ar- 
range the affair. His predecessor was 
th present Lord Murray, formerly 
the Master of Elibank, and it is un- 
der the latter that the practice of ex- 
changing titles for cash is said to 
have becoma.most notorious. Parties 
{in England, Hke parties in other 
countries, require money to carry on 
elections, and while it has nct to be 
assumed that every contributor to the 
campaign funds expects some per- 
sonal return for his money, if he 
gives a very large sum indeed he has 
a right to expect that the. Govern- 
ment will in some way make an ac- 
knowledgement, 

Let us take the case of a man of 
obscure birth who has amassed a 
great fortune in trade. If he is a 
Liberal, he is naturally approached 
by agents of the Libera’ party, who 
ask for a.contribution to the party 
funds. He mgkes it and in the 
course of a year has Lhe mortification 
of seeing some noted trade rival ele- 
vated to the peerag>. When he is 
approached again he declines to ‘‘un- 
belt.” He did not expect a title for 
himself, of course, but stiil, if titles 
were going, he thought that he had 
as good a claim on a Gecoration as 
Nf is rival, who is no wealthier, and of 
equally humble origin. The next 
time he gives mon y he wants some 
assurance that the fact will nci ex- 
actly disqualify him for an) distinc- 
tions that are to be passed arcund.

Remember that this jungle shelters 
men —— savages, it is true —— roaming 
the forest, with big, curly wigs and 
waving plumes, and with bows and 
arrows as their only weapons. Re 
member, too, that they are literally 
and actually cannibals. 

Does it not seem amazing that 
these two extremes can exist to-day, 
in this year of grace 1914, and with- 
in a few weeks’ journey of one an- 
other? 

The dots on the raap represent that 
grouZ of islands known as the New 
Hebrides, and only one generation 
ago there was a native population 
numbering no fewer than 650,000. 
To-day, since the coming of the 
whites, the approximate census fs 
little more than 60,000, There is a 
unique form of government known 
as the Condominum, half British and 
half French, and, curiously enough, 
this system as reported in The Lon- 
don Times, is causing dissatisfaction 
in Australia.

From time immemorial India bas 
absorbed gold as a sponge absorbs 
water. ‘The flow of gold to India has 
always continued, In the last twelve 
years she bas received £1386,000,000 
in gold, partly sovereigns and partly 
in bullfon, in addition to enormous 
quantities of silver, It all goes into 
the country, but very little ever 
comes out. Lord Rothschild observ- 
ed some years ago that he had notic- 
ed that none of the smooth gold bars 
sent to India from Great Britain ever 
came back. What happens to this 
great stream of precious metal, 
which continually disappears like 
those rivers in desert lands which 
lose themselves underground? 

The testimony of experts is most 
conflicting. Some say it Is hoatded, 
while a few are ready to prove by a 
formidable array of statistics that it 
cannot be extensively hoarded, Those 
who believe that India possesses @ 
vast store of hoarded treasure make 
the wildest guesses at its probable 
total. The most popular estimate of 
the hoarded wealth of India puts the 
total at £300,000,000, which would 
amount to £1 per head of the popu- 
lation; but some credible estimates 
are far higher. The experts quarrel, 
again, about the probable effect ef 
India’s absorption of gold upon the 
world’s money markets and the 
prices of commodities, Some say that
